Painting  of  Emancipator  With- 
out Beard  Bought  From  Dealer 
After  Long  Demurring 


MARKED  WITH  DATE  OF  1864 


"Lincoln's  compassion  seems  re» 
vealed  in  this  portrait,"  Alexander 
MacMurtrie,  of  4917  Wisashickon 
avenue,  said  yesterday  In  telling  how 
he  came  to  possess  an  oil  painting  of 
the  martyr  President. 

Eleven  years  ago  Mr.  MacMurtrie 
was  strolling  along  3d  f  avenue,  New 
York.  In  a  second-hand  shop  he 
noticed  a  portrait  representing  Lin- 
coln without  a  beard. 

He  stopped  to  chat  with  the  dealer 
and  found  him  an  ardent  Lincoln 
enthusiast.  The  dealer  told  him  the 
painting  was  not  for  sale — that  he 
brought  it  out  each  year  to  show  In 
his  window  when  Lincoln's  Birthday 
drew  near. 

i  Two  years  went  by — then  Mr.  Mao 
fctfurtrle  persuaded  the  dealer  to  sell 
film  the  portrait. 

?  "The  painting  bears  a  name  that 
I  make  out  as  'F.  Tenney,' "  he  said. 
It  bears  the  date  of  1864.  I  have 
not  been  able  to  learn  anything  about 
Hhe  artist. 

"Did  you  know  that  Lloyd  George 
always  has  been  a  great  "admirer  of 
Lincoln?  I  used  to  live  in  North 
Wales  and  met  him  there.  I  once 
thought  of  sending  this  portrait  to 
him,  but  I've  decided  it  ought  to  re- 
main here."
